I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  report  for  tho  year 

1954. 

Tho  vital  statistics  show  a satisfactory  comparison  with  recent 
years.  The  nurtibor  of  deaths  remained  almost  stationary  at  112 
compared  with  115  in  1953,  and  tho  number  of  live  births  decreased 
from  212  to  187. 

Thoro  was  only  one  infant  death  during  the  year,  and  this  was 
attributable  to  a rare  condition  of  infancy.  This  is  the  lowest 
figure  for  infant  deaths  ever  recorded  in  the  district. 

There  was  no  undue  incidence  of  tho  epidemic  infectious  diseases. 
The  year  has  seen  further  progress  in  tho  control  of  tho  caravans 
and  hutments  in  the  Pickmero  area,  a further  28  having  been  demolished, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  progress  will  continue  to  be  made  in  1955, 
From  tho  original  total  of  336  structures  the  number  has  been  reduced 
to  275  including  11  new  caravans  in  substitution  for  others.

HOUSING 

Repairs  and  Nuisances 

16  complaints  concerning  disrepair  of  houses  were  investigated  and  informal 
notices  served  on  the  owners  in  every  case.  No  formal  notices  were  served. 


Complaints  regarding  nuisances  arising  from  foul  ditches  and  ponds,  faulty 
house  drains,  and  defective  closet  pails  and  dustbins  totalled  42.  No  statutory 
abatement  notices  were  served. 


Demolition  and  Closure 


1 house  and  17  temporary  dwellings  were  reported  to  the  Council  for  action 
under  Section  11  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  2 of  those  were  reported  near  the 

end  of  the  year  and  were  dealt  vjith  early  in  1955,  but  5 dwellings  reported  in 
December,  1953,  wore  dealt  with  during  1954, 

Demolition  orders  wore  made  in  respect  of  19  temporary  dwellings,  and  an 
undertaking  to  repair  was  accepted  in  two  cases. 

Overcrowding 

A number  of  overcroxvding  cases  wore  investigated  and  reported  to  the 
Housing  Tenancy  Committee  for  consideration  when  lotting  houses. 

New  Houses 


During  the  year  72  new  council  houses  were  completed  and  lot  as  folloxvs:-

24  private  enterprise  houses  YJero  completed. 

Of  the  houses  built  at  Partington 39  wore  allocated  to  tenants  nominated 
by  neighbouring  urban  authorities  under  the  overspill  arrangements  agreed  with 
the  Chdshire  County  Council, 

Improvement  Grants 

Early  in  the  year  the  Council  resolved  to  implement  their  powers  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  1949  and  1952  to  make  Improvement  Grants  in  approved  cases. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  seven  grants  totalling  £1789, 5. Od,  had  been 
approved. 
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Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act,  19t?4 


In  accordancG  with,  this  Act  a survey  was  comrnoncod  with  a view  to 
ascertaining  tho  approximate  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  applications  were  received  for  certificates 
of  disrepair  from  tenants  on  v/hom  notices  of  increased  rent  had  been  served. 

Movable  Dwellings. 

The  movable  dwellings  in  tho  district,  totalling  more  than  500,  again 
occupied  a great  deal  of  time. 

Outside  Pickmore  there  are  8 licensed  sites  one  of  which  vjas  developed 
during  1954,  A total  of  129  caravans  are  authorised  by  tho  licences  in  force, 

A further  47  movable  dwellings  on  18  sites  wore  licensed  at  the  end  of 
tho  year,  a number  of  vans  appoarod  to  bo  exempt  from  licensing  and  a few 
remained  to  be  dealt  with, 

A successful  prosecution  undor  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947 
was  instituted  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  in  respect  of  one  site  whore 
tho  conditions  of  the  planning  consent  had  not  been  complied  vjith. 

At  Pickmore  a further  28  structures  v;ere  removed  reducing  the  total  to 
275  as  compared  \vith  336  in  1952  when  tho  development  began  to  receive  serious 
attention.  This  figure  includes  11  good  class  caravans  stationed  there  during 
that  time.  A further  9 structures  were  made  the  subject  of  demolition  orders 
towards  the  end  of  the  year,  and  30  more  remained  to  be  moved  as  a result  of 
action  taken  under  tho  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Of  tho  24  separate  plots  of  land  involved  seven  have  been  licensed,  and  in 
the  case  of  one  previously  licensed,  it  'was  decided  to  refuse  a further  licence 
when  tho  land  changed  hands. 

On  dealing  with  tho  last  largo  field  a licence  was  refused  and  tho  ovjners 
of  the  23  movable  dwellings  stationed  there  vjoro  instructed  to  remove  their 
structures.  Seven  ow.ncrs  applied  for  individual  licences  and  were  refused. 

They  then  appealed,  and  at  the  hearing  in  December  the  Magistrates  allowed  one 
appeal  but  dismissed  tho  other  six. 

As  a result  of  this  case  it  became  possible  to  draw  the  lino  more 
definitely  between  movable  dwellings  and  those  which  cannot  be  said  to  bo 
covered  by  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

It  will  bo  some  time  yet  before  the  position  at  Pickmero  becomes  really 
satisfactory,  but  considerable  progress  has  boon  made  in  spite  of  numerous 
difficulties  of  which  tho  greatest  is  finding  tho  owners  of  the  various 
structures.

The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  all  parishes,  and  with  the  exception 
of  the  parishes  of  Ollerton,  Peover  Superior,  Peover  Inferior,  and  Toft,  the 
supply  has  been  adequate,  A scheme  for  improving  the  supply  in  those  parishes 
is  to  bo  put  in  hand  at  the  first  opportunity;  meanwhile  applications  for  new 
trade  supplies,  especially  for  cattle  drinking  troughs,  are  having  to  be 
refused. 


DRAINAGE!  AWD  SETJERAGS 


New  individual  drainage  systems  wore  provided  to  several  houses  during 
the  year,  in  some  cases  with  the  aid  of  an  Improvement  Grant, 

The  extremely  wet  weather  experienced  delayed  completion  of  the  sewerage 
scheme  at  Partington,  and  a start  could  not  be  made  on  the  conversion  of  privy- 
middens  and  pail  closets  to  water  borne  drainage  systems, 

A sewer  extension  to  servo  20  houses  in  More  and  Tabley  Superior  was 
constructed  and  a short  sower  extension  at  Ashley  enabled  7 properties  to  bo 
drained  to  the  disposal  works  erected  for  the  housing  estate. 

A sewerage  scheme  for  Peover  Superior  was  drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  approval  while  a similar  smaller 
scheme  was  submitted  for  High  Logh.  This  work  is  undertaken  by  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor, 

The  cesspool  emptying  machine,  although  primarily  engaged  on  pail  closet 
emptying,  was  employed  to  empty  61  cesspools  and  septic  tanks.  The  income  of 
£141  from  this  work  more  than  offset  the  additional  wages  paid  in  overtime  to 
the  men  employed. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  septic  tanks,  although  offset  partially  by 
a reduction  in  the  number  of  pail  closets,  may  well  necessitate  the  purchase  of 
a second  machine  to  cope  with  their  emptying.  The  only  difficulty  met  with  is 
the  inaccessibility  of  many  tanks  in  all  but  the  driest  v/eather.  This  stems 
from  the  theory  that  septic  tanks  never  need  attention  and  are  best  sited  as  far 
as  possible  from  the  houses  they  servo.  As  a result,  many  tanks  carmot  be 
desludgod,  and  through  being  well  away  from  the  houses  are  seldom,  if  ever, 
inspected  by  their  owners.  The  state  of  some  of  these  installations  has  to  bo 
soon  to  bo  believed.  It  may  well  bo  that  the  eventual  answer  will  be  the 
purchase  of  an  emptying  apparatus  capable  of  being  moved  across  grass  and 
arable  land  in  all  weathers. 


PUBLIC  CHB/iNSING 

Collections  of  refuse  and  night-soil  wore  continued  on  as  nearly  as 
possible  a MX-ldy  basis.  With  the  delivory  of  the  Dennis  ”Paxit’’  vehicle  in 
April  a re-organisation  of  the  rounds  produced  a scheme  which  has  been  more 
regular  than  for  some  years.  Even  at  Bank  Holiday  periods  the  vast  majority 
of  houses  wore  scavenged  as  usual. 

The  purchase  of  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  vehicle  in 
December,  1953,  together  with  the  Dennis  vehicle  enabled  rounds  to  be  extended 
and  extra  work  to  bo  taken  on.  By  the  end  of  the  year  at  least  400  more  bins 
per  week  wore  being  cleared  as  compared  with  December,  1953,  and  the  total 
quantity  of  refuse  collected  must  noxu  be  very  nearly  double  that  collected  in 
1952,  That  this  was  attained  with  no  increase  in  staff  is  proof  of  the 
advantages  of  larger  capacity  vehicles.. 

The  enormous  increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  collected  resulted  in  tips 
being  filled  sooner  than  was  anticipated.  In  October  the  second  tip  at 
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Warburton  was  levelled  ready  for  soiling  and  a new  tip  opened  at  Agden,  Tlie 
original  tip  at  V/arburton  was  finally  soiled  in  February  and  the  farmer  was  able 
to  grow^  a crop  on  the  reclaimed  land  during  the  summer. 

The  Mobberley  tip  was  levelled  during  the  summer,  and  since  it  became 
obvious  that  it  would  only  serve  until  the  Spring  of  1955  consent  was  sought 
for  a fresh  tip  to  be  developed  in  the  vicinity. 

The  cost  of  hiring  bulldozers  to  lovcl  completed  tips  and  of  buying  of 
soil  for  covering  is  a serious  item,  and  might  woll  bo  reduced  wore  the  Council 
to  purchase  an  excavator  capable  of  working  as  a bulldozer  to  maintain  the 
tips  in  order  at  all  times  and  to  ’win’  cover  on  the  site.  The  difficulties 
often  experienced  of  vehicles  becoming  bogged  down  vjould  also  disappear. 

The  principal  difficulty  mot  with  is  that  of  obtaining  staff.  During  the 
year  there  was  a turnover  of  18  mon,  some  staying  only  a few  days,  and  for 
two  weeks  in  April  the  work  was  carried  on  with  a staff  of  eleven  mon,  six 
less  than  norm.al.  Absenteeism  is  common,  and  was  equivalent,  in  total,  to-  one 
man’s  pormanont  absence. 

Pail  closets  arc  largely  collected  by  a driver  and  tvro  men  working  with 
the  Shelvoko  and  Drowry  cesspool  emptying  machine.  Of  almost  1,100  pails 
cleared  each  week  900  are  dealt  vjith  by  this  machine.  The  remainding  180 
are  in  the  Tabloy,  Pickmoro  and  Aston-by-Budworth  area  and  are  collected  at 
the  same  time  as  the  refuse.  In  the  summer  months  this  number  is  aljiiost 
doubled  as  a result  of  the  use  of  the  temporary  structures  at  Pickmcre,  To 
improve  conditions  a tank  was  specially  designed  and  fitted  to  one  of  the 
Ford  Refuse  Freighters  to  replace  the  insanitary  drums  previously  used  to 
carry  the  material. 

Owing  te  lack  of  labour  it  was  found  impossible  to  maintain  the  laggoons 
as  disposal  points  for  night-soil,  and  most  of  it  is  disposed  of  at  the  refuse 
tips. 


There  wore  E4  privy  middens,  serving  48  houses,  in  the  district  at  the 
start  of  the  year  and  5 wore  converted  to  pail  closets  leaving  36  houses  with 
this  form  of  sanitation.  Of  those,  24  are  Tjithin  the  newly  sewered  area  at 
Partington,  The  Council  have  undertaken  free  emptying  of  these  privy  middens 
twice  yearly,  but  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  mon  willing 
to  carry  out  the  work  which  is  offensive  in  the  extreme.  As  a result  most  are 
dealt  with  outside  normal  working  days  and  overtime  rates  paid. 

It  is,  perhaps,  regrettable  that  the  National  Joint  Council  do  not  lay 
doTO  plus  rates  for  this  type  of  work  and  for  pail  closet  collection,

Milk  Distributors 


There  are  a largo  number  of  producer-retailors  of  ungraded  milk,  and  a 
few  producers  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  milk.  Most  of  the  designated  milk, 
however,  is  retailed  by  dairy  firms  operating  from  outside  the  district 
although  one  farmer  has  his  omi  pasteurising  plant. 

During  the  year  four  distributors  of  milk  were  registered  bringing  the 
total  to  two  dairies  and  twenty-five  distributors.  It  is  now  thought  that 
very  fevj,  if  any,  distributors  who  are  not  registered  operate  in  the  district.

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3,  Tuberculous  Milk 


The  County  Medical  Officer  notified  21  cases  where  positive  biological 
tests  for  tuberculosis  had  been  obtained  froia  samples  of  milk  taken  on  dairy 
farms  in  the  district.  As  a result  of  the  mixing  of  samples  to  reduce  the 
number  of  guinea  pigs  used,  those  represented  the  milk  from  31  different 
herds. 


In  each  case  enquiries  wore  made  to  ascertain  vjhethcr  the  milk  was  being 
sold  in  the  ravj  state,  but  in  all  cases  it  was  found  that  it  v;as  being  sold 
wholesale  to  largo  pasteurising  establishments  in  neighbouring  areas.

During  the  autaiim  a considerablG  quantity  of  frosh  Irish  meat  was  flown 
from  Dublin  and  landed  at  Manchostor  Airport,  Inspection  of  this  meat  was 
carried  out  at  the  airport, 

A total  of  1269  quarters  of  beef  were  imported  in  four  weeks. 

Many  other  consignments  of  food,  ranging  from  shrimps  to  saLmon  were  examined 
at  the  airport,  and  in  some  cases,  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


FOOD  PREMISSS 

The  time  given  to  the  inspection  of  food  promises  was  again  not  as  great 
as  desired  omng  to  the  pressure  of  other  work,  notably  the  survey  required  by  the 
Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act, 

31  inspections  were  made  of  promises  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared.

SVlilMMING  BATHS 


There  is  only  one  public  swimming  bath  in  the  district.  This  is  an  open-air 
bath  used  only  in  the  summer  and  ovdng  to  the  very  bad  weather  experienced  it 
was  very  poorly  patronised.  No  contravention  of  the  byelaws  was  found  and  samples 
of  the  water  proved  satisfactory, 

FACTORIES 

There  are  54  factories  in  the  district,  all  but  9 being  factories  with  power 
in  which  the  Council  are  only  responsible  for  the  inforcement  of  Section  7 of  the 
Factories  Act,  1938,  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences, 

8 factories  vjere  inspected  and  in  2 cases  informal  notices  x-vero  served  re- 
lating to  sanitary  accommodation. 

It  was  found  that  several  large  factories  were  not  in  possession  of  certificates 
of  adequate  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  Four  certificates  Vi/oro  dravm.  up 
and  issued  during  the  year.  This  work  occupied  a considerable  amount  of  time  on 
account  of  the  size  of  the  premises  concerned, 

FET  SHOPS 

One  premises  xvhere  trade  is  carried  on  in  tropical  birds,  fish  and  small 
animals  is  licensed  under  the  Pet  Animals  Act,  1951, 

SLAUGHTER  OF  AITIMALS  ACTS,  1935  TO  1954, 

9 licences  were  issued  authorising  the  holders  to  slaughter  or  stun  animals 
in  a slaughterhouse  or  Icnackors  yard. 


The  attention  of  all  occupiers  of  private  slaughterhouses  was  drawn  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Acts  and  regulations  made  thereunder  relating,  to  stunning  of 
animals  before  slaughter  and  the  prevention  of  cruelty, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employ  a full-time  ope''’ator  for  this  work  and  the  following  table 
shows  the  actual  number  of  inspections  and  treatments  carried  out.
